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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious a DAC having a clock circuit 
coupled to a current generator acting as a switch between a bistable circuit and an input 
/ output circuit [claims 1-13] or conversion of a digital voltage into an analog current by 
means of a DAC having current routing and change control signals [claims 14 and 15]. 

U.S. Patent 6,919,834 to Inukai discloses a DAC converting digital voltages into 
analog current [abstract, lines 3-4], U.S. Patent 6,879,276 to Devendorf et al presents 
a split cell DAC. U.S. Patent 6,833,801 to Ostrem et al displays current switches for 
DACs. U.S. Patent 6,639,534 to Khoini-Poorfard et al shows DAC switching circuitry. 
U.S. Patent 6,417,793 to Bugeja et al provides a switched current source DAC. U.S. 
Patent 5,933,107 to Tan shows a DAC using a clock signal with current sources.
